Earthquakes. 


The recurrence of severe e 
quake shocks at Manila, inv 
several buildings have been iS 
ed, recalls that the Philippines lie 
along the voleaniec "zone of | the. 
Pacific which extends from north 
of Japan, through the. Nipponese 
islands and [ormosi,.and down to- 
ds the Dutch Indies, ‘This line 
is probably equivalent to a crack in 
the earth’s crust, representing a 
weal ov strained part of the sur 
face, similar to the crack which 
would occur were a louf of bread 
bent over in the hands, Earth 
tremors occur so definitely within 
the specific areas of voleanie dis- 
turbance, that one: can nowadays 
calculate fairly, easily what the 
chances are of a certain place ¢s- 
caping any such natural pheno- 
mena. . Thus Hongkong, fortun- 
ately, is outside the ' “one, 
though near enough to be affected 
by unusually big upheavals, In a 
city like this, where there is so 
much hillside building and embank- 
ing, a severe earthquake could do 
considerable damage. Swatow 
may be ‘mentioned, however, as an 
ingtiance of a plate which suffered 
a few years ago from a quake, 
‘though fairly outside the prescribed 
aren of volcanic disturbance. On 
the whole, no' place is really free 
from tremors, some of which, such 
ax those in, Derbyshire a few 
years agro, are due to local displace- 
IL sof underground layers on a 
larye scale, Wherever voleanoes 
dnd earthquakes habitually oceur, 
the population grows used to peri- 
odical suffering, and even grim 
tragedy. Old stagers among quake 
victims are able to predict to a de- 
sred of certainty when some 
‘unusually big catastrophe is’ port- 
ended, ' Often, this calculation is 
based on previous shocks, und the 
recur ing tremors ‘in the Philip- 
pin suggest the possibility of 
more, and perhaps greater, up- 
heavals.in the near future. It may 
be noted that largo sections of the 
earth's surface have recently been 
affected, the earthquakes in South 
America, where widespread dam-

TALES OF WANTON RUIN. . 


The manner in which Mission 
property throughout Chint has 
heen subjected to outrages during 
the past few months is told in the 
following article, written by 
Louise "B, Wilson, in the N. C. 
Daily News. - , 

At the present time when the 
question of future mission policies 
in China is being discussed by all, 
mission officers, ecards .are also 
being compiled by moxt of them 
reyrarding the extent of damage to 
their propertics throughout China, 
The compilation is not anywhere 
near complete’ as can readily be 
understood in view of the proxi- 
mity to recent events In Central 
China, as well as the uncertaintios 
attached to evacuated places many 
of which require weeits for com- 
munications to reach. 

In mont cases there Is no Nesita- 
tion on. the part: of foreign mis- 
sionaries to ‘admit that these in- 
ventorics me being prepared with 
a view to securing reparations. 

‘No honest mission worker will 
tell you that the eventual hope of 
his mission’ is anything other thar 
turning over all institutions, 
schools, etes to the Chingse Chris- 
(ans.

HUGE MILITARY 


SIIAMSHUIPO READY FOR 
THE TROOPS. 


A modern military camp, com- 
plete in every detail and ready to 
accommodate two battalions of 
troops, now ‘stands on the hugo 
area of reclaimed tand on the 
foreshore ot Shamshulpo. Only 
two months ‘ago the land which 
is now covered with well over a 
hundred huts, waa bare of build- 
ings, “4 : 

The military camp stands on an 
area of 420 acres’ at the end of 
Lai Chi Kole Road. « . 

The Hongkong Excavation, Pile 
Driving dnd Construction- Com- 
pany, Limited, who undertook the 
building of 84 of these huts, drove 
the first pilo into the ground on 
March Srd, In forty-flve days the 
company has erected a military 
camp, complete with officers quar. 
ters, mess, dining room, lavatorica, 
sergeants mess, mon’s quarters, 
men’s mos, 1 bathrooms, store 
houses, and-even two brick guard 
houses, Nothing is wanting in 
the way of lighting and telephone 
¢quipment, ‘and even the water 
pipes have been: laid in this short 
time, 

How it was Done. 

Over.5,000 men working day and 
night were employed to complete 
the camp inside the time specified 
by the Government (60 days). 
The camp was handed over to the 
authorities last Monday. i 

Mr, C, L. Shank, Vice-President 
of the Hongkong Excavation, Pile 
Driving and Construction Com- 
supervised the 
work, being ably assisted by Mr. 
W. H. Wu. In an interview, Mr. 
Wu said it was a pleasure to sce 
the huts going up one after an- 
other during the days on which 
they worked ‘on the site. Some- 
times ‘they erected ono hut a day 
and occasionally two, ‘Rain inter- 
fered at times, but they succeeded 
in. completing: the camp _ fifteen 
days before the time limit’ had. ex- 
pired. : ; 

When work was started there 
was no road, water, telephone or 
artificiql light, but, to-day there 
stands on the same site, accommo- 
dation for two battalions to move 
in when they like. 


Excellent Equipment.. ’ 


Thoro aro ‘thirty-six. platoon 
huts, ‘cach capable of housing 
thirty four men, To each,.bed, 13 
a window. and a locker. Thesa 
huts are 128.feet long by 18 feet 
wide and at the end of onch there 
are two rooms for the sergeants. 
Everything which will add com- 
fort to the men‘ has been provided. 
The floor and foundation of these 
huts are of cement concrote and 
electric lighting has been fitted. 
Celling fans will also be installed 
later. 


Four big messes with kitchens 
attached, each 203 fect long by 18 
feet wide, will be given over en- 
tirely, te the men for dining rooms, 
In the apaciotis kitchen, there is 
provision for several large. cup- 
boards, plate racks, and excellent 
facilitles for washing. The dining 
rooms and kitchen ure partitlonéd 
into two sections. The walls of 
the kitehen are of asbestos shcet- 
ing, and entirely fireproof, 


’ Two buildings. known as shop 
huts, are of special interest. Each 
is divided into four sections. 
One ‘section will bo used “as an 
armoury, another for the carpen- 
ter’a shop, the third for the shoe- 
maker and the remaining one will 
be used by the tailor, : 


‘fhe Ablution Huts, 


There are four ablution huts in 
the camp, cach 81 feet long and 
18 feet wide. One ablution bench 
is well over fifty feet long and has 
pipes at intérvals of a few feet. 
Other similar benches run along 
the side of the wall. In each hut 
there are shower baths in.addition 
to the conventiona] baths, The 
latrine arrangements are excellent 
in every detail. 7 

The Sergeant’s mess has: a kit- 
chen attached, the Iny-out being 
similar to the men’s megs and kit- 
chen, except that there are small 
side tables. There are’ two of 
these huts, measuring ‘109 feet by 
18 feet, ; ‘ 

‘The officer's mess huts measure 
102 feet by 18 feet, Each hut 
containg five rooms, namely, one 
dining room, one kitchen, two 
messmen’s rooms and a pantry. 
Against the walls of the dining 
room large cupboards have been 
provided and the kitchen and pan- 
try are excellently equipped.

The ‘Laichikok Road, which, 
formerly ended on the border of 
the reclaimed ground now runs 
right through tho camp, A new 
road, named Camp Road, runs 
breadthwise through the camp. 
The former 1s 100 feet wide and 
the latter 60 feet, ie 

The plans were drawn by. the 
P. W. D. and as stated the camp 
was built by the Hongkong: Bx- 
cavation, Pile Driving and Con- 
struction Co. in forty-five daya, To 
complete the scheme a further 
thirty huts have been erected by 
another company on the back por- 
tion of the site,
